The W ater Co. will not be re­ 
q uired to lay a p ip e line from it!^ 
p ump ing station to L ik e Tebo, a 
distance of something 
lik e ten 
miles, if the understanding reach­ 
ed by the comp any rep resentatives 
and the mayor and council Monday 
night is incorp orated in an ordi­ 
nance that will lik ely be submitted 
o the city fathers 
nixt 
Monday 
night, or p ossibly a week later, and 
if such an ordinance is binding on 
he city. 
This was learned today from Dr. 
J . M. Fulk erson, chairman of the 
council w ater 
committee, 
who, 
when ask ed by a D e m oc r a t rep ­ 
resentative why the council had 
receded from its origiaai p osition, 
req uiring the W ater Co. to lay a 
p ip e line to Lak e Tebo, answ ered: 
“ Well, the general op inion of 
the council is that the agreem eatof 
Monday night, imp osing a forfeit 
of $10 a day up on the W ater Co. 
for each day that it fails to main­ 
tain a forty p ound domestic p res­ 
sure, or a forfeit of |20 for each 
day the p ressure is below thirty 
p ounds, i^ sufHcient to insure the 
city an adeq uate sup p ly of whole­ 
some w ater.” 
There are some, however, who 
think a mistak e will be made if the 
W ater Co. is p erm itted by the new 
contract to get out of laying a p ip e 
line to Lak e Tebo. 
Parties who 
have investigated the m atter say 
that the p ip e line is the only sure 
method of insuring an 
adeq uate 
sup p ly of w ater for the city, and 
they think 
the council should 
“ stand p a t,” as it were, on the 
p rop osition. 
The resolution p roviding for the 
p rop osed 
p ip e line was agreed 
to several years 
ago, 
and p ro­ 
vided that the work should be 
comp leted by A ugust 17 , 19 01. 
No work in that direction was 
done by the w ater comp any, how­ 
ever, nor did the council tak e any 
step s to carry out the p rovisions o 
its resolution, and if the contract 
of Friday night becomes an or 
dinance the W ater comp any wil 
never have to mak e the imp rove 
ment that would be so beneficial to 
the city, p rovided the new ordi 
nance is binding.

ering the ;^ro und at the last co ld 
sna^), wheuL w is no t killed. 
The main damage will be to the 
central po rtio n o f the state 
fro m 
dry weather. 
During the past y ear 
it suff^ed mo st fro m the dro ught 
and has since been 
reliev ed the 
least, 
in his o pinio n, ev en in this 
sectio n, the damage will no t be as 
great as many suppo se. 
1q the no rthern 
and so uthern 
po rtio ns o f the state no material 
damage has been do ne. 
Of the fruit cro ps, the 
indica­ 
tio ns are that the apples will be 
the best. 
The pro spects fo r this 
cro p are go o *d. 
Where tiie dro uth 
was sev erest, and a go o d cro p o f 
app'cs was raised last y ear, there 8 
danger that the full cro p o f buds 
will no t m iture.

12 per cent o f the buds still aliv e. 
On the state farm practically all o f 
the buds are dead. 
The 
same is 
true o f 
trees that are o n the lo w 
lands. 
The small fruit cro p has 
been greatly damaged by 
the dry 
weather. 
This has killed many of 
the v ines. 
The estimate for straw­ 
berries, blackberries and raspber­ 
ries is o nly o re-half a cro p. 
Mr, Ellis believ es that the sno w 
o f this week will be o f great bene­ 
fit to the wheat and grass in C en­ 
tral Misso uri. 
This is the sectio n 
that has suffered mo st sev erely fro m 
the co ntinued dro ught.
